Washington, Jan. IO.—The Senate 
has sent a modified form 
of 
the 
House’s Ballinger-fPinchot investiga­ 
tion resolution back to the House. 
After formally agreeing on Saturday 
to amend the resolution so as to di­ 
rect that the Speaker shall appoint 
the House members of the committee 
the Senate leaders on Sunday infor­ 
mally agreed to let the provision of 
the resolution stand as the insurgents 
and Democrats in the House had suc­ 
ceeded in changing it. 
The leaders, however, agreed on 
one very im portant change which the 
insurgen s and democrats had also 
forced upon the house machine, and 
that was the provision by which Mr. 
Pinchot or Mr. d a v is might have 
been represented at the investigation, 
in the event that the investigation 
is turned in their direction. The sen­ 
ators agreed to strike this out. It re­

Senate Praises Garfield. 
For 
weeks 
the 
adm inistration’s 
friends in Washington and Ohio have 
been endeavoring to detach Mr. G ar­ 
field from Mr. iPinchot’s cause. At 
first there was talk of running him 
for governor of Ohio, and today Wil­ 
liam Alden Smith, senator from Mich­ 
igan, a notorious ^standpatter and fol­ 
lower of the m p'^j^e, nominated G ar­ 
field as the bes; man who President 
Taft could name to succeed Pinchot 
as head of the Forest Service. He 


gave out an interview on this sub­ 
ject, full of sweet praise for Gar­ 
field 
after a conference 
w-ith 
the 
president’s brother, Charles P. Taft. 
Senator Smith admits that it is not 
likely that 
former Secretary Gar­ 
field would accept that position of 
division chief after having served in 
the Cabinet, but / he thinks it would 
(be a deserving compliment if the 
president were to make the tender 
of Mr. Pinchot’s place to Mr. Pin- 
chot’s friend and attorney. Senator 
Smith 
also 
lauds Mr. 
Pinchot as 
“one of the m ost honest, earnest and 
deserving men in the public service, 
whose work, in the conservation of 
our natural resources can no. even 
»be approximkted,” and he wants the 
president to name “a man of equal 
intelligence, courage and character.” 
Conservation Message. 
These are regarded as some of the 
indications that Congress is hear­ 
ing from the country on the 'Pinchot 
affair, and the conservatives in both 
houses are keeping the soft pedal 
strapped down tight. 
At the ^tfune time, President Taft 
is working out a message on con­ 
servation of resources which, it is 
understood, will go the full limit, as 
far as the ques ion of conservation, 
per se. is concerned, and will advo­ 
cate some wholesome legislation for 
the future protection of many of the 
resources. 
It Is thought that Gifford Pinchot. 
having learned the trick from that 
pascmaster in this kind of warfare, 
Mr. Roosevelt, will time his state­ 
m ent to the public so that it will be­ 
come public simultaneously with the 
president’s message on conservation. 
It is thought 
hat both the 'Pinchot 
statem ent and the president’s mes­ 
sage on conservation will be issued 
this week.

Boise, Idaho, Jan. ll.—Idaho now 
has a Mormon governor, the first and 
only one the state has ever had. 
The governor is 'Honorable John VV. 
Hart, bishop of Menan ward of Rig­ 
by s ake of Zion, Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latterday Saints. 
The constitution provides that in 
the absence from the state of the 
governor, 
the 
lieutenant 
governor 
shall act 'in his s ead, and in the ab­ 
sence 
of 
the 
lieutenant 
governor, 
the duties shall 
devolve 
upon 
the 
president of the senate pro tem. 
Governor Brady left Friday after­ 
noon for 'Washington, 
to 
be 
gone 
three weeks or more, and, according­ 
ly, crossed the sta e line out of Ida­ 
ho same time that night. Lieutenant 
Governor Sweetser, according to the 
last report of him, left several days 
ago for a three months’ trip in the 
Eas;.

New Orleans, La., Jan. IO.—Con­ 
centrating all their strength in one 
last gigantic effort to break the pow­ 
er of the bull clique in co.ton, the 
bears raided the cotton m arket here 
today, took all the ginger out of the 
Government’s bureau report and turn­ 
ed what the bull leaders had hoped 
to be another great vie ory into a 
crushing defeat, bringing wreck and 
ruin to high priced cotton specula­ 
tors and crushing the market down 
a maximum of 121 points or $6 per 
bale. 
It was one of the most disastrous 
days in the history of cotton futures 
on the New Orleans Cot con Exchange 
and many fortunes were wiped out. 
Toward the close of trading the m ar­ 
ket toned up a bit and closed 80 to 
90 points down from the opening, 
but even a; that, the net loss had 
been almost $5 per bale. It was one 
of the wildest days in the history of^ 
the exchange. That the bulls had 
strengthened and fortified themselves 
for a last grand stand today when 
the bureau repor; should come in 
was generally known. Some of the 
most powerful of the Southern lead­ 
ers had gone to New York to operate 
from there, but the day has been 
their most disastrous defeat. 
Immediately upon reading the bu­ 
reau 
report, 
which 
was ex remely 
bullish, showing 9,942,285 bales of 
cotton ginned up to Jan. I, against 
12,465,298 for last year, the active de­ 
liveries advanced $1 per bale. But it 
was only momentary, for the crash 
followde 
ndthin 
a 
few 
minutes of 
trading. There wa3 a frightful un­ 
loading and the rumors spread on 
the floor of 
he exchange that the 
bull clique was unloading in New 
York. This started the retreat and 
the crash came. March contracts sold 
off from 16.09c to 15c, with a mild 
retraction of 5 points at the close 
of the session. May cot on dropped 
from 16.46c to 15.25c, a drop of 121 
points.
